PURPOSE OE VISIT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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- THE VISIT OF PRIME MINISTER FUKUDA HAS BEEN THE LATEST IN 
THE TRADITIONAL SERIES OF PERIODIC TOP-LEVEL CONSULTATIONS 
BETWEEN U.S. AND JAPANESE LEADERS; IT HELPS MAINTAIN A CLOSE 
DIALOGUE BETWEEN THE TWO KEY ALLIES. IT IS IN FACT THE EIFT- 
EENTH SUCH MEETING SINCE PRESIDENT EISENHOWER MET PRIME 
MINISTER KISHI IN 1957. 

- THE PRIME MINISTER AND PRESIDENT CARTER DISCUSSED GLOBAL 
ECONOMIC ISSUES IN PREPARATION FOR THE BONN SUMMIT AND WAYS 
THAT BOTH COUNTRIES COULD CONTRIBUTE TO WORLD PEACE AND TO 
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STABILITY IN ASIA. 

- THE VISIT ALSO GAVE THE PRIME MINISTER THE OPPORTUNITY TO 
EXCHANGE VIEWS WITH LEADERS OE CONGRESS ON MATTERS OE CURRENT 
INTEREST TO BOTH COUNTRIES. 

3. SIGNIFICANCE OF VISIT 

- IN THEIR MEETING ON MAY 3, THE PRESIDENT AND PRIME 
MINISTER WERE ABLE TO RENEW THEIR ERIENDSHIP AND TO ENGAGE 
IN EXTENSIVE DISCUSSIONS OE THE WORLD SITUATION. THEIR 
STRAIGHTEORWARD AND ERIENDLY CONVERSATION TYPIEIED THE 
WARMTH AND TRUST WHICH UNDERLIE THE U.S.-JAPAN PARTNERSHIP. 

THE VISIT ENHANCED THIS PERSONAL TRUST AT THE HIGHEST LEVEL 

- IN THE PRESIDENT'S MEETING WITH THE PRIME MINISTER MAJOR 
EVENTS OE THE PAST YEAR IN U.S.-JAPAN RELATIONS WERE RE- 
VIEWED; IT WAS NOTED THAT PERSONAL CONTACT BETWEEN THE TWO 
LEADERS HAD HELPED SOLVE CONTENTIOUS ISSUES, SUCH AS THE 
OPENING OF THE EXPERIMENTAL NUCLEAR REPROCESSING EACILITY 
AT TOKAI MURA, AND HAS EACILITATED PROGRESS IN THE ECONOMIC 
EIELD, AS EVIDENCED BY THE CONCLUSION OE THE STRAUSS- 
UNCLASSIEIED 
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USHIBA JOINT STATEMENT IN JANUARY. IT WAS AGREED THAT THIS 
CONTINUING DIALOGUE WOULD BE MAINTAINED, NOT ONLY TO DEAL 
WITH BILATERAL ISSUES BUT ALSO TO ADDRESS MULTILATERAL 
PROBLEMS. 

- IN THIS CONTEXT, PRIME MINISTER FUKUDA REAFFIRMED HIS 
INVITATION TO PRESIDENTCARTER TO VISIT JAPAN. HE WAS 
DELIGHTED THAT PRESIDENT CARTER AGREED TO VISIT AT A 
MUTUALLY CONVENIENT TIME. 

4. SUMMARY OE THE MEETING 

- THE PRIME MINISTER REVIEWED THE ESSENTIAL ELEMENTS OF 
JAPANESE DIPLOMACY, INCLUDING THE CENTRAL IMPORTANCE 
ATTACHED TO U.S. TIES, JAPAN'S DETERMINATION NOT TO BECOME 
A MILITARY POWER, EEEORTS TO BUILD ERIENDLY RELATIONS WITH 
ALL NATIONS DESPITE DIFEERING SOCIAL SYSTEMS, AND DETERMI- 
NATION TO MAINTAIN THE U.S.-JAPAN SECURITY RELATIONSHIP, 

WHICH IS A BASIC ELEMENT OE PEACE AND STABILITY IN ASIA. 

- THE PRIME MINISTER ALSO DESCRIBED JAPAN'S POLICIES ON 
SEVERAL ISSUES INCLUDING ASEAN, THE QUESTION OE AID TO 
LDC'S, AND THE JAPANESE ROLE IN THE WORLD ECONOMY, ALL OF 
WHICH REFLECTED A MORE ACTIVE JAPANESE DIPLOMACY. 

- THE PRESIDENT REAFFIRMED THAT THE U.S. WOULD CONTINUE 
TO SEEK SOLUTIONS TO THE PROBLEMS BESETTING THE WORLD 
ECONOMY IN JOINT EFEORTS WITH THE OTHER INDUSTRIALIZED 
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DEMOCRACIES. IN THIS REGARD, HE UNDERSCORED THE IMPORTANCE 
THIS ADMINISTRATION ATTACHES TO COOPERATION WITH JAPAN. 

- THERE WAS AN EXCHANGE OE VIEWS ON SEVERAL GEOGRAPHIC 
AND FUNCTIONAL AREAS, MOST NOTABLY THE ASIAN SITUATION, THE 
MIDDLE EAST AND AERICA AND WORLD ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. 

- THE PRESIDENT DESCRIBED THE RELATIONSHIP WITH JAPAN AS

THE CORNERSTONE OE US POLICY IN ASIA. HE EXPRESSED THE 
DETERMINATION OE THE US TO MAINTAIN A STRONG POLITICAL, 
MILITARY AND ECONOMIC PRESENCE IN THE ASIA-PACIEIC REGION, 
PRESERVE ITS COMMITMENTS TO THE COUNTRIES THERE, CONTRIBUT- 
ING THEREBY TO ITS PEACE AND SECURITY. THE PRESIDENT NOTED 
THAT IT WAS IN THIS SPIRIT THAT VICE PRESIDENT MONDALE WAS

- THE PRIME MINISTER HIGHLY VALUED THE UNITED STATES ROLE 
IN THE MIDDLE EAST AND EXPRESSED HIS SUPPORT EOR THOSE 
EEEORTS, SUCCESS OE WHICH IS OE THE UTMOST IMPORTANCE. 

THE PRESIDENT EXPRESSED HIS DETERMINATION TO CONTINUE 
EEEORTS TO SEEK A DURABLE PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST. 

- THE PRESIDENT AND PRIME MINISTER ALSO EXCHANGED VIEWS ON 
THE RELATIONS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES WITH THE SOVIET UNION. 

5. WORLD ECONOMY 

- THE PRESIDENT AND THE PRIME MINISTER AGREED ON THE IM- 
PORTANCE OE US AND JAPANESE COOPERATION TO SECURE STABILITY 
AND PROGRESS IN THE WORLD ECONOMY AND PLEDGED THEIR BEST

EURTHER JAPAN'S DOMESTIC MARKET, AND TO REDUCE ITS CURRENT 
ACCOUNT SURPLUS. HE STATED THAT HE IS DOING HIS UTMOST 
TO ACHIEVE THESE GOALS. THE PRESIDENT WELCOMED THESE 
EEEORTS, EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT SUCH EEFORTS WOULD BE CON- 
TINUED AND THAT THE GOALS WOULD BE REACHED. IN CONNECTION 
WITH OPENING JAPAN'S MARKET EURTHER, THE PRESIDENT

MINED TO PROTECT THE INTEGRITY OE THE DOLLAR AND TO DO SO 
BY ATTACKING THE ROOT CAUSES OE OUR PROBLEMS - BY ADOPTION 
OP A PROGRAM TO REDUCE OUR DEPENDENCE ON POREIGN OIL; BY A 
COMPREHENSIVE EPPORT TO COUNTER INPLATION, USING PISCAL 
RESTRAINT, SEEKING THE COOPERATION OF BUSINESS AND LABOR, 

AND OTHER MEANS; AND BY A NEW EMPHASIS ON IMPROVING OUR 
EXPORT PERPORMANCE. IN VIEW OP THE IMPORTANCE OF EXCHANGE 
RATES TO THE BROADER ECONOMIC RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE US 
AND JAPAN, THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE PRESIDENT AGREED TO 
STRENGTHEN THE CONSULTATIVE PROCEDURES BETWEEN THE US AND 
JAPANESE MONETARY AUTHORITIES. POR SOME TIME, THE US HAS 
HAD CONSULTATIONS WITH GERMAN MONETARY AUTHORITIES DAILY. 
SIMILAR CONSULTATIONS WILL NOW BE USED BY US AND JAPANESE 
MONETARY AUTHORITIES.

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- THE PRESIDENT AND THE PRIME MINISTER REVIEWED AGENDA 
ITEMS OF THE UPCOMING BONN SUMMIT, INCLUDING GROWTH, 
INTERNATIONAL MONETARY POLICY AND TRADE, NORTH-SOUTH ISSUES 
AND ENERGY. THE PRESIDENT STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF 
SUCCESSFUL CONCLUSION TO THE MTN AND THE PRIME MINISTER RE- 
APFIRMED JAPAN'S DETERMINATION TO PLAY A LEADING ROLE IN 

THE NEGOTIATIONS. THE PRESIDENT UNDERLINED THE IMPORTANCE 
OP REACHING OUR JOINT OBJECTIVE IN THE MTN AS AGREED IN 
THE STRAUSS-USHIBA STATEMENT. WITH REGARD TO RELATIONS 
WITH DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, THE PRIME MINISTER EXPRESSED

INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS. WITH RESPECT TO ENERGY, THE 
PRESIDENT AND THE PRIME MINISTER AGREED TO THE IMPORTANCE 
OP PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY. 

6. CULTURAL AND TECHNICAL COOPERATION 
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- THE PRESIDENT AND THE PRIME MINISTER AGREED ON THE NEED 
TO EXPAND COOPERATION IN THE CULTURAL FIELDS. THE PRIME 
MINISTER INFORMED THE PRESIDENT OE JAPAN'S WILLINGNESS TO 
SHARE THE COSTS OE THE EULB RIGHT PROGRAM, AND OP JAPAN'S 
INTENT TO MAKE A DONATION TO THE BOSTON MUSEUM. 

- WITH RESPECT TO TECHNOLOGICAL COOPERATION, THE 
PRESIDENT AND THE PRIME MINISTER AGREED THAT PUSION AND 
SOLAR ENERGY SOURCES DESERVED PARTICULAR ATTENTION. WITH 
RESPECT TO FUSION, THE PRIME MINISTER LOOKED PORWARD TO 
EARLY CONCLUSION OF AN AGREEMENT POR COOPERATION IN THAT 
FIFED. THE PRIME MINISTER ALSO SUGGESTED THAT INCREASED 
COOPERATION IN THE PIELD OP PHOTOSYNTHESIS RESEARCH WAS 
DESIRABLE. THEY AGREED THAT PROPOSALS FOR SPECIFIC PRO- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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JECTS FOR TECHNOLOGICAL COOPERATION IN THESE FIELDS WOULD 
BE TOPICS FOR FURTHER STUDY BETWEEN THE TWO GOVERNMENTS.
